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SEDALIA’S GREAT OPPORTUNITY 


From 
indications 
it would 
seem 
that the people of Sedalia are not ful­ 
ly alive to the bigness of the propo­ 
sition that has been presented to it of 
bringing here and securing the perma­ 
nent location of a well known, thor­ 
oughly established and successful col­ 
lege—the accredited school of a great 
religious denomination and one that 
not only has a large student body at 
this time but is bound to have a still 
larger one as soon as its facilities are 
increased as is contemplated by re­ 
moval to a larger city than that in 
which it is now’ located. 
Educational institutions of the char­ 
acter of the one that can be brought 
here, once established, very seldom 
move their locations because as a gen­ 
eral rule, the towns in 
which 
they 
have their modest 
beginnings keep 
pace with the school’s growth and, 
hand in hand, they continue each a 
compliment of the other through all 
the years. 
Very few of us can recall even one 
circumstance such as is presented by

“The hearts* of all the clean, 
peoples of the world beat with those 
of the Irish people in their fight 
for liberty,” he said. 
“The death of Terrence 
Mae- 
Swiney was a triumph of the Irish 
spirit over English domination—a 
triumph of Ireland over the deter­ 
mination and might and will of a 
dominant people,” he 
said, 
in 
tribute to MacSwiney "It is the 
spirit of Ireland conquering. 
As 
the funeral cortege moved through 
Cork, I can see a king crouching 
near his throne, I can see a prime 
minister pacing the floor 
of 
his 
study, fully aware of the conse­ 
quence th^ tragic event may bring. 
Long after the king is forgotten, 
when the name of the prime min­ 
ister is but a bare memory, the 
name of MacSwiney will he treas­ 
ured throughout the world. 
His 
spirit is triumphant, and he is the 
true type of Irish determination, 
protraying better than any of the’ 
long series of Irish martyrs tbe­ 
cause of the Irish people. 
His 
words as he entered prison were ‘In 
thirty days I shall be free—dead 
or alive, I shall he free.’ And that 
is the voice of Ireland—“dead or 
alive, free.” MacSwiney represents 
to the world Ireland’s love of lib­ 
erty, and his death is a triumph 
of love of * freedom over domina­ 
tion. 
Father Quinn read two stanzas 
of a poem written by MacSwiney, 
entitled, “Teach Us How to Die.” 
He concluded his address with ref­ 
erences to conditions in Ireland, 
pointing especially to one instance 
where 800 soldiers were garrisoned 
in a town of 900 people, the soldiers 
ravishing women and girls, de­ 
basing children, 
and 
commiting 
other indecencies. He attacked the 
New York city papers for their pro- 
English stand.”

000,000. 
This sum is considered

ment and support of its schools of 
medicine and dentistry, institute of 
law and college of commerce and 
finance, all four of which branches 
of learning first were established 
west of the Mississippi river by this 
institution, which had grown from a 
one room 
academy 
on the river 
hank to a university with approxi­ 
mately 3,000 undergraduates. 
The 
actual centennial date fell during 
the war period of 1918, however, 
when thousands of the alumni and 
students of the university were ans­ 
wering the call to the colors, so it 
was not until the beginning of the 
scholastic term this fall that the 
campaign for the Centennial En­ 
dowment Fund fully was organized. 
It has been commented upon by 
members of the committee that the 
number of students enrolled at the 
university today equals the total in­ 
habitants—men, women and chil- 
dren—of the straggling fur trading 
village of St. Louis at the time the 
institution was opened as the St. 
Louis Academy for young gentle­ 
men in 1818, when the defense of 
New Orleans against the British 
and the Lewis and Clark expedition 
into the northwest territory were 
the news events of yesterday. 
Since that time the growth of the 
institution has kept pace with the 
development of the city, and has 
been closely interwoven with the 
history of Missouri’s metropolis. It 
became a college ii: 1820, before the 
state w a s .created, and in 1832 re­ 
ceived its charter as a university.
